This is fgr from a dire Anſwer to my Aſſertion, wherein 
I aid, and do again affirm, That Paſſive Obedience is Popery 
eſtabliſhed by Law, and by conſequence Slavery, when ever 
the Prince ſhall pleaſe. I ask, if King Fames when bere, had 
put Papiſts into all Places of Truſt,:relating to the Choice 
of Parliament-men ( which he had already begun ) through- 
out England, and required them to return Papiſts to Parlia- 
ment, and upon their ' Meeting they ſhould have Eſtabliſhed 
Popery, as the Parliament did in Queen Aary's dayes, (as no 
doubt they would, ) I would fain know how far we ſhould have 
been from Slavery, and all this by the Doftrine of Paſſive Obe- 
dience, without which they could not pretend to Eſtabliſh 
their Religion. Ir is not the DoCtrine of the Goſpel, or of 
Jeſus Chriſt, to be Paſlive beyond the Laws and Cnſtoms of 
the Countrey, . this were to, make Chriſt the Author or appro- 
ver of Confufion and Deſtruction amongſt Mankind, inſtead 
of Juſtice and Order. *'Tis againſt all- the ſence of Scripture 
and Reaſon of Mankind; to ſay that God Almighty created 
Mankind to be ſubje& to Princes, ( and of the Peoples making 
too ) that in Caſe they ſhould overthrow the Government, or 
uſe the People like ſo many Beaſts inſtead of rational Mea,
